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Preface 



The publication of a list of books by Catholic 
authors was decided on by the Library Board 
about four years ago. The librarian assigned 
the work of compiling and editing this list to a 
member of the Library Staff, Miss Emilie I,. 
Haley. Miss Haley's work occupied a large 
part of two years, given largely to research, 
reading and the compiling and preparation of 
critical notes. The delay since that time as 
explained in her editorial note is due largely to 
difficulty in arraflging satisfactorily for its publi- 
cation. 

Grateful appreciation is due for the interest 
which has been shown and the approval which has 
been given by competent critics. For these, 
acknowledgment is made in the note by the 
editor. In issuing this list the Library Board 
hopes it may serve to render the Library more 
useful, not only to our Catholic fellow citizens, 
but to the many others who are interested in 
that great Catholic literature, so much of which 
is the common heritage of the whole Christian 
world. 

Criticisms and suggestions are invited and 
will be recorded for consideration in case a 
second edition is needed.
